Suppose  the  lot  to  cost  one  thousand 
dollars — and  one  thousand  dollars  will 
buy  some  very  desirable  lots  conveniently 
near  the  railroad  stations.  Upon  this 
lot  can  be  built  a  very  iieat  and  comfort¬ 
able  house,  for  from  tweptyrfive  hundred 
^to  three  thousand  dollars.  And  at  a 
cqst  of,  say,  four  thousand  dollars,  olne 
hai*  a  property  which  will  rent  readily 
for  atyleast  thirty  dollars  per  month. 

The  b^st  of  these  houses  can  be  dinffn 
ished  considerably  if  three  or  more  are 
built  at  the-vsame  time,  and  th<*  competi¬ 
tion  which  a^contract  for  work  of  that 
extent  would  draw  out,  could  not  fail  to 
benefit  the  ownerdn  the  character  of  the 
work  and  the  priceViffeired. 

It  is  sometimes  uig\l  that  small  houses 
attract  a  class  of  men  o$  small  means,  So 
that  the  average  veul!th\of  a  town  is 
diminished  by  offering  special  induce¬ 
ments  to  people  of  moderate  income. 
This  is  not  strictly  true.  The,  peoplAof 
small  means  of  to-day  become  people  bf 
comfortable  circumstances  in  a  fevk 
years,  and  then,  having  lived  here  Ond\ 
grown  attached  to  the  - comm  unity  and 
interested  in  our  churches  and  schools 
and  other  local  matters,  they  buy  Dr 
build  for,  themselves  homes  of  larger 
proportions  and  more  extensive  sur¬ 
roundings. 

If  any  of  us  will  slop  to  count  those  of 
our  neighbors  who  first  came  to  reside 
among  us  by  renting  one  of  the  smaller 
houses  for  a  fev  years,  in  order  to  test 
the  place  pa  a  permanent  residence  be¬ 
fore  investing  their  property  ui  real  es¬ 
tate,  and  who  afterward  decided  to 
remain,  we  shall  be  surprised  to  find 
how  largely  our  increase  of  population 
has  come  in  this  way. 

There  is  abundant  time  for  landowners 
to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  truth  of  these 
statements  ;  and  since  they  are  true,  let 
us  hope  that  tlie  rate  bf  interest  to  be 
realized  will  /induce  the  erection  of  so 
many  such  houses  during  the  next  twelve 
months  that  we  may  be  able  to  receive 
every  man  who  seeks  a  home  among  us.
